| juſtify the moſt infamous 
Cruelty, and irretrievabiy deſtroy Mr. 
Haines, have induſtriouſly reported, that 
he has wrong'd them of Five hundred 
Pounds. As they are abroad, and at Li- 


-berty to impreſs this Notion upon the 


Minds of Mankind, whilſt Mr. Haines 
is lock'd up in a Gaol, and unable, as 
they ſeem to imagine and. deffre, to make 
any Defence; it may poſſibly have ſome 
Weight with Perſons who are unacquaint- 
ed with the Affair: Mr. Haines has 
therefore been adviſed to take this Me- 


thod (as the only one in his Power) ſy

not only to expoſe their Mietedueſs and 


Baſeneſs, but to juſtify himſelf to the 
World. 


THE firſt Week the Craſtſinan was 
printed in the Form of a Journal, Mr. 
Haines was retain'd in the Capacity: of a 
Een to Mr. Francklin About five 

ears after that, Mr. Franck/in was obli- 
ged to ſurrender himfelf a Prifoner to the 
King's Bench, in purſuance of a Verdict 
given againſt him, by that Court, for 
printing the well-known Hague Letter; 


upon this he communicated his Deſign to 


Mr. Haines, of putting his Name to the 
Journal, and ſooth'd him to conſent to it, 
by ſaying, that he liked his Conduct in 
managing the Buſineſs, and his Character 
in all other Reſpects; and therefore was 
determined to do ſomething to forward 
him in the World; but Mr. Haines havin 

ſuch an Example before his Eyes, as that 
of ſeeing Mr. Franck/in birafclf af that 
Time, obliged to ſurrender himſelf to 
$kreen his Author, Mr. Haines was very 
much intimidated, and was not inclined 


to come into the Propofal, without a 
proper Security againſtfuture Evils. 


f 
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UPON this Mr. Franckhin aſſured Mr. 
Haines, that there was a Set of Gentlemen 
of GREAT FORTUNES, as he was pleaſed 
to expr eſs himſelf, who ſupported the Paper, 
and defended all Prolecutions at their own 
Expence, and who would make him a ſuit- 


able Preſent, in caſe any corporal * uni/h- 


ment ſhould be inflicted on him. His Fears 
were thus entirely + emoved for ſ*me Tears; 
but Mr. Francklin failing in ſeveral other 
Promiſes he had made him, Mr, Haines, * 
as it was natural for him to do, conſulted 
with ſome of his Friends, who were well 
acquainted with Mr. Amhar/?, and they 
were all of Opinion, that it was very im- 
prudent in him Go perſevere in ſo hazardous 


an Undertaking, upon the bare Promite of 


any Men, but more eſpecially of the Perſons 
aforeſaid; of whom, and as it has ſince 
proved very juſtly, they had but a flender 
Opinion. Purſuant to their Advice, there- 
fore, ME, Haines made a Viſit to Mr. 
Ft ancklin, being determined to diſcontinue 


his Name to the Paper, unleis he made him 
| farther ſatisfied as to ihe Point in Queſtion. 


Mr. Franckhin hnding Mr. Haines ablolute- 
ly determined, immediately agreed that 
he ſhould take a Houie in his own Name, 


and take all the Printing Materials out of 


his Houle into his own, which he looked 


+ 8 . 
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upon to be worth 500 J. and then repeat- 


ing the Aſſurances and Promiſes he had 


made him formerly, he conſented that Mr. 


Haines ſhould keep the aforefaid Effects, as 
a collatoral Security to indemnify him a- 
gainſt all future Damages; and now Mr. 
Haines became Maſter of the whole Affair, 
ſo far as related to the printing and pub- 
liſhing ; and as Mr. Fr anchlin deftred no Re- 


ceipt or Security for the Goods, Mr. 


Haines thought it unneceſſary, having, as 
he hoped, to do with an bone/? Man, to bind 
him under Hand and Seal to ſecure his Pro- 
perty in thoſe Goods (which he ſhould be- 
come entitled to, the Inſtant he became a 


Sufferer thro? Mr. Francklins Means) to in- 


demnify him from Loſſes, which was 
the ſole Reaſon of their being put into his 
Hands. 


PURSUANT to this Agreement, 
Mr. Haines took a Houſe in Hart-Srreet, 
Covent Garden, whither, with Mr. Franck- 
tins Conſent, he carried all the aforetaid- 
Printing Materials, and remained in the 
peaceable Tenure and Occupation of them 
above two Years, before any Accident hap- 
pened; during which Time Mr. Haines 
thought himſelf ſafe, 16 far as the Goods 
were capable of making him fo; for,

as to the Profits of the Paper, he got but 
a bare Living by it. But the CRAFTSMAN 
of July 2d, 1737, giving Offence to the 
Government, he was apprehended by the 
Duke of Newca/*le's Warrant, and carried 
to Hampton Court to be examined by his 
Grace, where (unhappily for himſelf) to 


ſave thoſe who have proved ſuch very wor- 


thy Friends to him fince, he groſly prevari- 
cated; ſo much for the Honour and Aſſu- 
rances given him by both- Mr. 4mbur/? and 
Mr. Francklin, that a det of great Men 
would certainly ſupport and defend him. 


UPON this Mr. Haines was remanded 
to the Meſſenger, and ordered to find Six 
hundred Pound Bail for his Appearance. 


In this Dilemma he ſent his Wife to Mr. 


Francklin, who leveral Times deny'd him- 
ſelt to her. At laſt ſhe found him acciden- 
tally at the Reſforation Gardens, in &. 
George's. Fields, and begg'd that he would. 


find Bail for her Husband, that he might 


be releas'd from the Meilenger's Houle, 
where he had been confined almoſt a Month 
in a very cloſe Manner: He told her, He rnew 
nothing of her Husband; if Mr. Haines 
had done any Thing to offend the Government 
he was ſorry for it; as'to his own Part he 
was out of the Queſtion; that be could ſay. 

1 | a1%- 
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nothing o it, and deſired he might not be 
tr oubled any mor e with her [MPERTINENCE. 
Mr. Haines meeting with ſuch cruel, ſuch 
unexpected, and, as he called it, ſuch v1t- 
LAINOUs USAGE, *twas more than her 
Spirits could bear; and being ſubject to 
Fits, the fell down n One, in St. Geo, ge's 
Jie ds, where ſhe lay ſenlcleſs for ſeveral 
Hours, during a terrible Storm of Wind 
and Rain, *till ſome People took her up; 
by which ſhe loſt the Uſe of all her Limbs; 
and a general Numbneſs ſeiz'd her thro” her 
Body, in which ſad Condition the continu- 
ed to languiſh for fix Months, and THEN 
DIED; and lure if there is to be an Inquiſi- 
tion for Blood hereatter, the innocent Blood 
of Mrs. Haines will be required at Mr. 
Francklin's Hands, | 


MR. Haines being now juſt going to 


Newgate for Want of Bail, wrote to two 


particular Friends of his own, whom he 
earneſtly intreated to go to Mr. Ff ancklin, - 
and know his lait Relolution in regard to 
him; to which the BASE UNGRATEFUL 
Ma with his u/ual Ha uGHTINESS,return- 


ed much tne ſame Anſwer he had given Mrs. 


Haines ; but they being two ſincere Friends, 
bailed him themſelves, otherwiſe he had 
been inevitably and immediately commit- 


ted 
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ted to Newpgate for Want of Sureties for his 
Appearance at the Bar of the King's Bench. 


THIS Specimen of the Ho NoUR of 
theſe Gentlemen, it muſt needs be thought, 
3 Mr. Haines no great Lib ing to them; 

ut it was not a Time for him to ſhew his 
Reſentment ; he was under a Recognizance 


of Three hundred Pounds himſelt, and his 


two Friends of One hundred and nfty 
Pounds each; he was at the ſame Time 


deſtitute of Money to defray the Expence 


of the Law-Suit, and could not poſſibly 


have made any Defence upon the Trial 


without their Aﬀiitance ; bettdes, - he was in 
ſome Hopes that the Government would 
drop the Proſecution, as a great many of 
the like Nature have been; and if not, he 
thought he might poſſibly have been clear- 
ed; and had he been lo fortunate as to have 
either of theſe fall to his Share, he was de- 


termined to waſh his Hands of the whole 
Affair. 


BUT before the Paper of July 2d 
came to a Trial, the Crajt/ma' of the 10th 
of December following, likewiſe fell under 
the Diſpleaſure of the Government; upon 
which another Warrant was itiuved out a- 


gainſt Mr. Haines, by the Secretary of - 


State z 
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State; but happening not to be at Home 
whenthe Meſſengers came to his Houle,and 
hearing that they had taken the whole Im- 


preffion with them, he thought it beſt to 


keep a little out of the Way, till he could 

rovide himſelf with a couple of Friends to 
bal him. In this Extremity Mr. Haines wait- 
ed on Mr. Franch/in, who told him he could 

revail upon an Attorney in Yoxthwark to 
be one of his Bail, if he could get another 
himſelf; which Mr. Haines accordingly 
did, and ſoon after ſurrender'd himſelf to 
the Cuſtody of one of his _— Meſ- 
ſengers, and took out an Habeas Corpus di- 
rectly; by Virtue of which he was carried 
before my Lord Chief Juſtice Lee, in order 
to be bail'd,; but an Affair being under the 
Conſideration of the Twelve 1 and 
then undetermined, which was exactly 
parallel to Mr. Haines's Cale (that is to ſay, 
whether a Man before Conviction ought to 


7 give Security for good Behaviour as well as 


Appearance) he was diſmiſs'd upon his 
Clerk in Court giving his Word for his 
Appearance only. 


NOW let us view him out of his Depth, 
plunz*d, and /ticking faſt in the Mire, with - 
out being able to get forward or backward ; 
two Proſecutions were commenced againſt 

| | him 
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him at the Suĩt of the Crown, and 'with- 


out any Security againſt the 29 Cenſequeu- 


cer of them, but the Printing Materials be- 
fore mentioned, which were torn from him 
by Force of Arms, as ſoon as they had 
fixed him in Gaol, as will be found in the 

Sequel. 


AMIDST all theſe Difficulties, and 
in deep Diſtreſs, he ſtill waited with Pa- 
tience "till he was tried and caſt ; but then 
growing, as was natural to expect, more 
uneaſy, he went, Times without Number, 
to preſs Mr. Francklin to take ſome Care of 
him; when Mr. Franck/in was ſo kind, as 


often, to refer him to Mr. Ambur/?, and then 


Mr. Amburſt to him; and ſo they curr*D 
bim about from one to the other for about 
fix Weeks, only to deceive and keep him 
in Play, 'till the following Term, when 
he wis to rece ive Sentence; with this very 
human De/ign only, that they might then 
leave him to ſhift for himſelf; as, thro? 
their matchle/s Goodneſs, he has been oblig- 
ed to do ever ſince. However, at lait Mr. 
Franck/iz came ſomething nearer to the 
Point, tho? as is moſt evident, with the 
ſame wicked De/zon to piss APN him; 
and he defired Mr. Haines to let him know 
what would ſatisfy him? Mr. Haines told 


him 
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him he was very ſorry that he had ever 
embarked in the Affair; but that ſince he 


had cen fo weak as to be drawn in by 


him, he would rather be ura Part of the 
Suſterings, than not acquit himſelf with 
Reputation, and at the ſame Time inform- 
ed him, that it was the Opinion of a Coun- 
ſellor (to whom he applied for Advice in 
this Extremity) that in all Probability he 
ſhould be depriv'd of his LIBERTY, and 
that, as he well knew, he was capable to 
get a Guinea a Week by his own Hands, as 
a Journeyman Printer, he only deſired him 
to ſettle that Sum on him during the Time 
he might be confined on his Account; and 
that he woul4 find Security for the Rules of 
the King's Bench himſelt. This equitable 
modeit Requeſt, Mr. Franck/ n could not 
ior Shame, but agree to, but ablolutely 
refuled to give any Security for the 
Payment of the Money, but his bare 
Word; and as he had viel) proſrituted 


bis Word and Oaths, Times without 


Number before, Mr. Haines looked up- 
on his Word as not worth a Straw. 
Beiides, he had another very good Reaſon 
to believe that Mr. Franctlin did not deſign 
to allow him a Shilling; for whilſt they 
were talking about the Matter at his Lodg- 

ings 


a 


ings in Southwark, he told Mr. Haines, 

That it was better for him to /land the 
Chance of paying Three hundred Pounds for 
bim, than to run the Riſque of allowing bim a 
Guinea atWeek perhaps for his Life; intimating 
that he would have him run away from 
his Bail; for tho' he had given a Bond of 
Indemnification to them for that Sum, in 
caſe he had diſappeared, they mult have 
paid the Money before they could have 
ſued him upon it, mind the Diſhone/ty and 
Wickedneſs of the Contrivance, and then, as 
he was a Priſoner in the King's Bench him- 
ſelf ar that Time, he knew that they would 
have found it ſo difficult a Matter to come 
at the Money, that he was in hopes for e- 
ver of eyading the Payment of it. 


BUT, in this Caſe, what muſt become 
of Mr. Haines, ſuppoſing he could have 
been baſe enough to run away from his Bail, 
and left his Friends to ſtruggle with ſuch a 
Misfortune, as this knauih, baſe Alan 
would have had him done? And what muſt 
have become of himſelf, who was under 
a Recognizance of Three hundred Pounds ? 
He had nothing for it, but to fly into ſome 
foreign Country, without Money and with- 

out Friends; certain at the ſame Time, that 
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if ever he was found in his Majeſty's Dos» 
minions, to be laid in a Gaol for Life. 


AS a farther Confirmation that this was 
what Mr. Francklin aim'd at, a imall Time 
after that, Mr. Haines was in Company 
with a Clerk in the Crown Office, who 


informed him, That it was the Opinion of 


very Body, that his Sentence wortld be a very 


ſever e one, and that if he could not bring Mr. 


Francklin and Mr. Amhurſt into Meaſures to 


his Satisfattion, he would adviſe him not to 
wait the Fudgment of the Court. This 
Gentleman had lately married a Relation 
of Mr. Francilin's, and both himſelf and 
his Wife then lodg'd and boarded in his 
Houle and as he had been employ'd by him 
as Mr. Hainess Clerk in Court, and in ſeve- 
ral other Affairs, let the World then judge 
whether or no he had not good Reabbn to 
think he ſpoke the Sentiments of Mr. Franck- 
lin. Mr. Haines being greatly alarm'd at 
finding himlelf thus preparing for a Sacri' 
fice, went full of Reſentment to Mr. 4n- 
hir/! the fame Evening, and told him all 
that had pals'd; upon which Mr. Ambuf t 
fell into a violent Paſſion, and ſaid, It was 
like Francklin, and that it tally'd ei 
with all his other vILLUAINOUS ConDuct, 
or Words to that Effect; but at the lame 


Time 
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Time deſired him to be as eaſy as he could, 


for a lucky Incident had happen'd, he ſaid. 
by which he ſhould be able to make him 
quite happy. He then ask'd Mr. Haines 
to ſtay and ſup with him, and aſſured him 
if he would do ſo, he would then inform 
him of ſomething that would be greatly 
to his Advantag:; Mr. Haines complying, 
immediately after Supper, his Landlord, 
an Undertaker the Corner of Leiceſter 
Fields being in the Room, as they were 


drinking a Bottle together, Mr. {mhur/# 


began to utter tie hittereſt Invectives that 
could poſſibly be thought an, againit Mr. 
Francklin, calling him Kopgue, Villain, Few- 
Dog, Batbarian, and laid, that he had 
rais'd him from a BEGGARH to be a Man of 
Fortune, and that in Return for all his Fa- 
vours, he had ſent his Wife with a Letter 
to — Eiq; wherein he had in- 
veigh'd againſt him to a great Degree, in 
hopes, as he term'd it, To KICK UP HIS 
HEELS wiTH THE BEST FRIEND HE HAD 
IN THE WoRLD; the? he knew that the 
aforeſaid Gentleman had been ſo honourable 


ſome Years ag, as to make him an Offer 


of ſettling Two hundred Pounds per An- 
num on him, in Return for his former 
Services, *till he could: provide for him 
better, in caſe he was inclin'd to live re. 
tid, and con;t1n himſelf no more with poli- 
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tical Afairs ; and tho? he knew that he had 
repeat i the ſame Aſſurances to him lately, 
which he would certainly, he ſaid, have ac- 
cepted of, had it not been for the Misfortunes 
he was conſcious he had been acceſſory in bring- 
ing Mr. Haines into; and that as he had 
done ſo much for Mr. Francklin, he thought 


in Fuſtice he ought to do ſomething for Mr. 


Haines. He then repeated his former Aſſu- 
rances,of Friend{hipandFidelity,to him, and 
laid, hat now he had anOppor tunity to make his 
Fortune; that he ſhould have Stars and Gar- 
ters to be his Friends ; Friends unknown ; that 
beſides the Offer he now made him, if he 
ſould live to lee an Alteration in the Mini/- 
try, he might depend on being provided for in 
a handſome Manner; and uling the moſt no x- 
RID IMPRECATIONS, Withed his Hand 
might RoT,, and DROP from his Body, if 
ever he wrote a Line more for Mr. Franck- 
lin during his Life; and at the ſame Time 
ask'd Mr. Haines what Number he print- 
ed, and what he thought the Profits of the 
Paper amounted to. Mr. Haines told him 


that he printed 4500, but as the Mercuries 
returned ſome, according to the neareſt 
Computation he could make, the Paper 
clear'd Ten Guineas a Week, all Charges 
paid; he then ſaid, he would reſerve to 
himſelf fix Guineas a Week, and 1 5 
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Mr. Haines the other Four; and as the 
Number dwindled, he would abate in Pro- 
portion. 


MR. Haines heſitated ſome Time at this 
Propoſal, knowing it muſt naturally make 
Mr. Francklin become his Enemy; but ſee- 
ing no other probable Means left to arm 
againſt the impending Danger, he at laſt 
came into it; and thus they went on for a- 
bout ſeven Months; during which Time 
Mr. Amburſt made him ſeveral Viſits in 


the King's Bench Priſon; telling him, That 


all the Gentlemen concern'd were charm'd, 


(to uſe his own Words) with his Conduct; 


and that they likewile thought He himſelf 


had done a very juſt Action in taking the 
Part of Mr. Haines: This, and Mr. 


Haines being careful to fend Mr. Amburſ 
his Money every Week, made him think 
himſelf rivetted in his Favour: But not- 


withſtanding his Oaths and Promiſes, his 


direful Wiſhes; his Imprecations and Cur- 
ſes, Mr. Francklin by this Time found 
Means to wheedle him again to his Inte- 
reſt; which was now to be built upon Mr. 
Haines's entire Ruin. 


HOW EVER. to put the beſt Face 
they could upon the Matter, they alter- 
nately 


— 


\ 
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mately paid Viſits to him in the King's 

Bench, in order to ſettle all Differences a- 
micably, as they pretended. At one of 
theie ir.» Ambur/t propoled to write the 
Paper fix Months ſolely for the Benefit of 
Mr. Haines; in Conſideration of which he 
was to give him Forty Pounds due to Mr. 
Haines from N.rs. N#t!, and to pay Mrs. 
Bromley, a Gentlewaman of Mr, Ambur/?'s 
Acquaintance, a Guinea a Week during 


that Time: and in this Caſe Mr. Franck/;n 


and Nr. Amiur/? were to find Sureties for 
his good Behayiour, 


THAT they might be without Ex- 
cuſe, if any Treachery was deſigned, and 
to pleaſe them, Mr. Haines came readily 


Into this new. fungled Agreement with them; 


and now he thought that they wereſatisfy'd, 
and that the whole Affair was abſo— 
Jutely ſettled; but on the next Day Mr. 
Francklin came to him again, and ſaid he
